France today that Am erican troops 
will stay in Europe as long as 
needed to repulse any “threat to 
that a re a .” 
The President’s declaration, is­ 
sued from his vacation headquar­ 
ters 
at 
Augusta, G a., 
was 
ad­ 
dressed to the prim e m inisters of 
the six nations involved in the pro- 
ected European Defense Commu­ 
nity. 
But U. S. officials clearly indi­ 
cated it was aim ed at bolstering 
the French governm ent’s political­ 
ly precarious move yesterday to­ 
ward action on EDC after years of 
delay. 
Fren ch Fear Is Delay 
EDC calls for a unified European 
arm y, including G erm an troops, to 
defend the continent against any 
Russian aggression. France’s de­ 
lay in ratifying it has been due 
in large m easure to fear of a re­ 
arm ed Germany. 
P resident 
Eisenhower’s 
pledge 
brought a prom pt response from 
Paris, where a 
spokesman said 
P rem ier Joseph Laniel’s Cabinet 
was entirely satisfied that Eisen­ 
how er’s assurances were fully as 
valid as Britain’s earlier pledge 
of closer ties with EDC. Britain 
prom ised yesterday, not only to 
keep troops on the continent, but 
to put an arm ored division and 
Royal 
Air Force units in EDC 
forces. 
In the U. S.*Congress today there 
were rumblings tha t Eisenhower 
had not consulted legislative lead­ 
ers on his pledge, although he said 
the essential elem ents of his posi­ 
tion had been discussed with both 
Republican and Dem ocratic lead­ 
ers. 
Sen. Mansfield (D-Mont) foresaw 
a possible “ great debate” rivaling 
the one three years ago over P res­ 
ident Trum an’s decision to send 
troops to Europe. 
Chairm an Wiley (R-Wis) of the 
Foreign Relations Committee said 
he knew nothing of the Eisenhower 
prom ise until he read news stories 
about it. But he said that there 
was apparently “ nothing new” in 
the policy, and he felt sure that 
if anything new w as contemplated, 
“ the President will come to Con­ 
gress with it.” 
Fren ch S ou gh t Gu aran tee 
It was understood that France 
sought both the Am erican and B rit­ 
ish guarantees as a precondition 
to the French Cabinet’s decision 
yesterday to discuss on May 18 the 
date when the French Assembly 
should begin debating EDC. It is 
believed the debate probably will 
begin about May 25. 
Only France and Italy have not 
yet ratified EDC, which Eisenhow­ 
er described in his message as 
“ the 
solid core of unity” upon 
which rests the defense of W estern 
Europe. The four nations which 
have already ratified are Belgium, 
the Netherlands, Luxembourg and 
West Germany.

Oppenheimer Advised In 1944 A-Bomb 
Would Put End To War In Pacific 


WASHINGTON — If the Loy alty 
committee now probing J. Robert 
Oppenheimer probes deeply enough 
it will find that if the adm irals and 
generals had followed his advice 
in 1944, Russia would not now hold 
the 
Kurile 
Islands, 
one-half of 
Sak halin, and the southern end of 
thf Manchurian peninsula. 
Buried in the secret files of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff are the de­ 
bates between generals and ad­ 
m irals showing why they admitted 
Russia as a war partner in Asia; 
also why they were willing to give 
her important territorial conces­ 
sions in return for Red arm y parti­ 
cipation. 
The reason was that the U. S. 
m ilitary did not have confidence in 
the atomic bomb. 
They also figured it would tak e 
months, if not a y ear to subdue the 
Japanese military , so they wanted 
the Red arm y to be harassing 
Japan from the rear. 
In vigorous disagreement was 
Robert Opp>enheimer, now charged 
with having Communist ties. The 
new atomic w'eapon, he told his 
superiors, 
would 
end 
the 
war. 
Once the bomb was dropped, he 
argued, the war would be over. 
Neither Russian participation nor 
the force of the U. S. Army and 
Navy would be needed. 
But hardheaded Adm. William 
Leahy . Gen. George Marshall, and 
Gen. Leslie Groves wouldn’t be­ 
lieve him. So the United States 
proceeded to hand Russia import­ 
ant territory in Asia to get the 
Red arm y ’s help. 
One week after Hiroshima and 
Nagasak i, however, the emperor of 
Japan ask ed for peace. Oppen­ 
heimer was right.

The Oppenheimer Case 


In his television reply to Edward R. Murrow. Senator 
Joe McCarthy charged that research on the hy drogen 
(thermonuclear) bomb had been delay ed 18 months. The 
response was immediate and it was generally unfavorable 
to McCarthy on the assumption that he was mak ing a 
wild, baseless insinuation. 
Representative W. Sterling Cole, chairm an of the Joint 
I 0 Atomic Energy Committee of the Congress, immediately 
stepped into the breach and gave a forthright statem ent 
nf the facts which established bey ond doubt that there had 
been a delay . He, however, omitted any reference to Dr. 
Hruno Pontecorvo, the Italian scientist of British citizen­ 
ship, one of the world’s principal ex perts in this field, 
who deserted from our side and went over to the Rus­ 
sians. 
He has since been engaged in developing the 
hy drogen bomb for Soviet Russia. 


Bruno Po nteco rv o and a g ro up o f Italian scientists. 
Enrico Fermi, Edo ardo Amaldl, Franco BasettI and 
KmUio Seg re, believ ed that they had Inv ented so me 
phases o f all this wo rk o n ato mic fissio n and thermo ­ 
nuclear fusio n. They had been assisted financially by 
a Dutch co mpany and >y an Italian entrepreneur. 
€ i. N. GianninI o f Pasadena, Calif. They o ffered to 
sell their pro duct to the United States Go v ernment fo r 
>10,000,000. This was a patent suit Inv o lv ing an Italian 
patent and an American patent g ranted in 19 4 0. The 
Ato mic Energ y Co mmissio n at first rejected their 
demands but to o k the pro duct o f their wo rk. They 
were unable to sue In the co urts because ev ery thing 
abo ut the matter was so v ery to p secret that a trial 
wo uld hav e been impo ssible. 
In 19 5 3, the Ato mic 
Energ y Co mmissio n settled this issue fo r >300,000. 


It was too late so far as Bruno Pontecorvo was 
concerned. He had tak en his wares and given them to 
the other side. 
I add this item to the inquiry into the affairs of J. 
Robert Oppenheimer because it is time that every phase 
of this problem be studied.

The Ato mic S^ierg y Co mmlsslo B Itself may o r may 
no t be a suitable ag ency to Inv estig ate and reach 
co nclusio ns abo ut Oppenheimer and the entire AEC 
scandal, which includes the Klaus Fuchs and Julius 
Ro senberg espio nag e o peratio ns. If Oppenheimer is 
inno cent, no justice will be do ne him by clo sed seaso ns 
and a whitewash; if he Is g uilty o f misco nduct, 
stupidity o r malfeasance, the public o ug ht to kno w. 
The AEC Inv estig atio n will so o ner o r later be fo llo wed 
by a co ng ressio nal co mmittee Inv estig atio n. 


The 
story about J. Robert Oppenheimer and his 
brother, Frank , has been going the rounds 
since 1946. 
Testify ing before the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities on June 14, 1949, Frank Oppenheimer said: 
“ Mr. Russell (committee counsel). 
You stated this 
morning that when y ou joined the Communist party y ou 
used the name Frank Folsom. 
“Dr. Oppenheimer. May I correct that? I did not use 
the name Frank Folsom. When I joined the Communist 
party , for some reason which I did not understand at 
the time and have never understood since, they requested 
that my right name and another name be written down. 
This seemed to me ludicrous. I never used any name 
but my own, and at the time, because 
tf the fact it 
seemed 
so ludicrous, I 
wrote down the 
name of a 
California jail.” 
At the time of that hearing, the question of the 
relations of J. Robert Oppenheimer to Communist activities 
was freely discussed.

In January 19 4 6, a co mmittee waa appo inted by 
^ 
Secretary o f State James By rnes, headed by the under 
secretary o f state. Dean Acheso n, to repo rt o n the 
internatio nal co ntro l o f ato mic energ y . This co mmittee 
appo inted a Bo ard o f Co naultanta headed by Dav id E. 
LHienthal. then chairman o f the TVA, and included 
amo ng Its members J. Ro bert Oppenheimer. 
This 
Bo ard o f Co nsultants prepared the Acheso n-Lllienthal 
Repo rt, which Bernard M. Baruch fo und inadequate 
when he was appo inted to deal with Me matter. 


It seems to me that the Oppenheimer case opens the 
way to a full investigation into all that happened in the 
m atter of the development of atomic fission as a weapon 
of war, including the espionage efforts of the Russians, 
their use of Dr. Klaus Fuchs, Julius Rosenberg, etc., the 
rejection by some scientists of the American advantage 
of priority , the political activities of the scientists, etc. 
Men mak e mistak es and in the burly of wartime, they 
m ak e serious mistak es. That is no crim e if the motive 
was not treacherous. What is wrong is to k eep the people 
in igiwrance and doubt.

WASHINGTON. April Ifr-If ever 
it was assumed that a Congres­ 
sional committee could be made 
to operate under the rules of a 
court, it has been dram atically re­ 
butted by the events of the last 
24 hours. 
Despite all the ex hortations that 
have come in recent months from 
those 
who 
have 
argued 
that 
“ ground rules” must be adopted 
and that •’fairness” to both sides 
must govern the giving out of in- 
foimation 
about 
Congressional 
hearings, 
the 
American 
people 
were given a one-sided presenta­ 
tion on Thursday . An energetic 
press, in cooperation with some 
folk s on the anti-McCarthy side, 
gave out the substance of what 
was contained in the confidential 
document prepared by the office of 
the Secretary of the Army . 
This document was supposed to 
be a list of specified charges by 
the Secretary of the Army . The 
Senate subcommittee was to have 
issued this along with the answer 
by the McCarthy side, which obvi­ 
ously couldn’t be prepared for a 
few day s. But somebody “leak ed,” 
as alway s happens. 
Then Senator 
Sy mington, 
Democrat, 
said 
he 
wanted to correct the distorted 
stories so he himself released the 
document, even though the Senate 
subcommittee had voted not to 
mak e public any one-sided state­ 
ments. 
’The 
whole 
episode 
illustrates 
howe 
congressional 
committees 
work and how they have no power 
or authority over those who want 
to “leak ” to the press. Senator Mc- 
McCarthy in the past has often 
been accused of “leak ing” his ver­ 
sion of committee testimony , so it 
will no doubt be contended that he 
is getting a taste of his own medi­ 
cine.

Brain Arteries Involved In Most Types Of Strokes 


The arteries of the brain are in­ 
volved in most strok es. They usu­ 
ally represent one of three proces­ 
ses: 
embolism, 
hemorrhage, or 
thrombosis. Each is different and 
the treatm ent varies. The brain 
tissue is sensitive to changes in 
circulation and whenever the flow 
of blood is shut off even a few sec­ 
onds, sy mptoms appear. 
If the 
centers concerned with movements 
of the limbs are involved, paral­ 
y sis ensues. When the disturbance 
is in the vessels leading to the 
speech and visual centers, the vic­ 
tim is unable to talk or see.

In cerebral embolism a vessel is 
plugged by a clot that brok e away 
from a lesion elsewhere in the 
body , generally the heart. The clot 
travels so fast, paraly sis and other 
signs of apoplex y develop within

plus the k nowledge that heart trou­ 
ble co-ex ists, helps the phy sician 
mak e the diagnosis.

They occur suadenly and many 
victims fall without walk ing more 
than a few steps: loss of conscious­ 
ness and paraly sis may ensue. 
Others encounter severe headache, 
vomit, and lapse into coma Sy mp­ 
toms, including paraly sis, may be 
temporary 
and 
recovery 
tak es 
places within a few day s. Tiny 
hemorrhages of pinpoint size may 
go unnoticed unless they are nu­ 
merous or occur over a long per­ 
iod. In the circumstances, they 
produce headache, dizziness, and 
convulsions; the victims may ap­ 
pear punch drunk . 


The third main ty pe of strok e 
stems from cerebral thrombosis, 
in which an artery is obstructed 
by a clot that forms within the 
vessel. 'This tends to tak e place in 
an arteriosclerotic artery that is 
narrowed and irregular, as a re­ 
sult of lime deposits in the inner 
wall. Clots are encouraged when a 
slowed blood flow invites stagna­ 
tion. The ideal time is at night 
during sleep; many victims awak ­ 
en but are unable to get out of bed 
tnd the arm and leg on the affect­ 
ed Side fail to move. In others, the 
attack is preceded by warning sig­ 
nals such as a feeling of numbness, 
tingling, or weak ness on on« sid«

The Oppenheimer Case 


In his television reply to Edw ard R. M urrow, Senator 
Joe M cCarthy charged that research on the hydrogen 
(therm onuclear! bomb had been delayed 18 months. The 
response was im m ediate and it was generally unfavorable 
to McCarthy on the assum ption that he was making a 
wild, baseless insinuation. 
Representative W. Sterling Cole, chairm an of the Joint 
» Atomic Energy Com mittee of the Congress, im m ediately 
stepped into the breach and gave a forthright statem ent 
of the facts which established beyond doubt that there had 
been a delay. He, however, om itted any reference to Dr. 
Bruno Pontecorvo, the Italian scientist of British citizen­ 
ship, one of the world's principal experts in this field. 
who deserted from our side and went over to the Rus­ 
sians. 
He has since been engaged in developing the 
hydrogen bomb for Soviet Russia. 


Bruno Pontecorvo and a group of Italian scientists. 
Enrico Fermi. Edoardo Amaldl, Franco Rasetti and 
Fmiiio Segre, believed that they had invented some 
phases of all this work on atomic fission and thermo­ 
nuclear fusion. They had been assisted financially by 
a Dutch company and by an Italian entrepreneur, 
ti. N. Giannini of Pasadena. Calif. They offered to 
sell their product to the United States Government for 
SIO.(MMI.OOO. This was a patent suit Involving an Italian 
patent and an American patent granted In 1940. The 
Atomic Energy Commission at first rejected their 
demands but took the product of their work. 
They 
were unable to sue in the courts because everything 
about the matter was so very top secret that a trial 
would have been impossible. 
In 1953, the Atomic 
Energy Commission settled this Issue for 1300,000. 


It was too late so far as Bruno Pontecorvo was 
concerned. 
He had taken his wares and given them to 
the other side. 
I add this item to the inquiry into the affairs of J. 
Robert Oppenheimer b ecru st it is tim e that every phase 
of this problem be studied. 
• 


The Atomic Energy Commission Itself may or may 
not he a suitable agency to investigate and reach 
conclusions about Oppenheimer and the entire AEC 
scandal, which includes the Kiaua Fuchs and Julius 
Rosenberg espionage operations. 
If Oppenheimer is 
innocent, no justice will he done him by closed seasons 
and a whitewash; lf he Is guilty of misconduct, 
stupidity or malfeasance, the public ought to know. 
The AEC investigation will sooner or later be followed 
by a congressional committee Investigation. 


The story about J. Robert Oppenheimer and his 
brother, Frank, has been going the rounds since 1946. 
Testifying before the House Com mittee on Un-American 
Activities on June 14, 1949, Frank Oppenheimer said: 
‘‘Mr. Russell (com m ittee counsel). 
You stated this 
morning that when you joined the Communist party you 
used the nam e Frank Folsom. 
“ Dr. Oppenheimer. May I correct that? I did not use 
the nam e Frank Folsom. When I joined the Communist 
party, for some reason which I did not understand at 
the tim e and have never understood since, they requested 
that my right nam e and another nam e be written down. 
This seemed to me ludicrous. 
I never used any nam e 
but my own, and at the tim e, because bf the fact it 
s e e m e d so ludicrous, I wrote down the nam e of a 
California jail.” 
At the tim e of that hearing, the question of the 
relations of J. Robert Oppenheimer to Communist activities 
was freely discussed. 


w 
In January 1946. a committee was appointed by 
^ Secretary of State James Byrnes, headed by the under 
secretary of state. Dean Acheson, to report on the 
international control of atomic energy. This committee 
appointed a Board of Consultants headed by David E. 
Lilienthal. then chairman of the TVA. and included 
among its members J. Robert Oppenheimer. 
This 
Board of Consultants prepared the Acheson-Lllienthal 
Report, whirh Bernard M. Baruch found inadequate 
when he was appointed to deal with the matter. 


It seems to me that the Oppenheimer case opens the 
way to a full investigation into all that happened in the 
m atter of the development of atomic fission as a weapon 
of war, including the espionage efforts of the Russians, 
their use of Dr. Klaus Fuchs, Julius Rosenberg, etc., the 
rejection by some scientists of the American advantage 
of priority, the political activities of the scientists, etc. 
Men m ake m istakes and in the hurly of w artim e, they 
m ake serious m istakes. That is no crim e if the motive 
was not treacherous. What is wrong is to keep the people 
in ignorance and doubt.

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WASHINGTON — If the Loyalty

Senate Committees. Army Don t Use Ground Rules 


WASHINGTON. April 16—If ever 
it was assum ed that a Congres­ 
sional com m ittee could be made 
to operate under the rules of a 
court, it has been dram atically re­ 
butted by the events of the last 
24 hours. 
Despite all the exhortations that 
have com e in recent months from 
those 
who 
have 
argued 
that 
"ground rules” m ust be adopted 
and that ^fairness" to both sides 
m ust govern the giving out of in­ 
form ation 
about 
Congressional 
hearings,

were given a one-sided presenta­ 
tion on Thursday. An energetic 
press, in cooperation with some 
folks on the anti-M cCarthy side, 
gave out the substance of what 
was contained in the confidential 
docum ent prepared by the office of 
the Secretary of the Army, 
This docum ent was supposed to 
be a list of specified charges by 
the Secretary of the Army. The 
Senate subcom m ittee was to have 
issued this along with the answer 
by the M cCarthy side, which obvi­ 
ously couldn’t be prepared for a 
few days. But somebody "leaked,” 
as always happens. 
Then Senator 
Symington. 
Dem ocrat, 
said 
he 
wanted to correct the distorted 
stories so he himself released the 
docum ent, even though the Senate 
subcom m ittee had voted not to 
m ake public any one-sided state­ 
m ents. 
■Hie 
whole 
episode 
illustrates 
howe 
congressional 
com m ittees 
work and how they have no power 
or authority over those who want 
to “ leak” to the press. Senator Mc- 
M cCarthy in the past has often 
been accused of “leaking” his ver­ 
sion of com m ittee testim ony, so it 
will no doubt be contended that he 
is getting a taste of his own m edi­ 
cine. 
But where does this leave Con- 
gresseional com m ittees?

Brain Arteries Involved In Most Types Of Strokes 


The arteries of the brain are in­ 
volved in most strokes. They usu­ 
ally represent one of three proces­ 
ses: 
embolism, 
hem orrhage, 
or 
thrombosis. Each is different and 
the treatm ent varies. The brain 
tissue is sensitive to changes in 
circulation and whenever the flow 
of blood is shut off even a few sec­ 
onds, symptoms appear. 
If the 
centers concerned with m ovem ents 
of the limbs are involved, paral­ 
ysis ensues. When the disturbance 
is in the vessels leading to the 
speech and visual centers, the vic­ 
tim is unable to talk or see.

In cerebral embolism a vessel is 
plugged by a clot that broke aw ay 
from a lesion elsewhere in the 
body, generally the heart. The clot 
travels so fast, paralysis and other 
signs of apoplexy develop within 
IO to 30 seconds. The sudden onset, 
plus the knowledge that heart trou­ 
ble co-exists, helps the physician 
m ake the diagnosis.

arteriosclerosis 
and high blood pressure. 
Hem orrhages also follow injury 
and are spontaneous now and then 
in those with bleeding tendencies. 
They occur suddenly and m any 
victim s faU without walking m ore 
than a few steps; loss of conscious­ 
ness and paralysis 
m ay ensue. 
Others encounter severe headache, 
vomit, and lapse into coma Sym p­ 
toms. including paralysis, m ay be 
tem porary 
and 
recovery 
takes 
places within a few days. Tiny 
hem orrhages of pinpoint size m ay 
go unnoticed unless they are nu­ 
m erous or occur over a long per­ 
iod. In the circum stances, they 
produce headache, dizziness, and 
convulsions; the victim s m ay ap­ 
pear punch drunk. 


The third m ain type of stroke 
stem s from cerebral thrombosis, 
in which an artery is obstructed 
by a clot that form s within the 
vessel. This tends to take place in 
an arteriosclerotic artery that is 
narrowed and irregular, as a re­ 
sult of lime deposits in the inner 
wall. Clots are encouraged when a 
slowed blood flow invites stagna­ 
tion. The ideal tim e is at night 
during sleep; m any victim s awak­ 
en but are unable to get out of bed 
m d the arm and leg on the affect­ 
ed side fail to move. In others, the 
attack is preceded by warning sig­ 
nals such as a feeling of num bness, 
tingling, or weakness on one side 
of the face or in the corresponding 


arm or leg. Strokes of this origin 
come on slowly and m ay take days 
or weeks to reach their peak. In 
addition to paralysis there are dis­ 
turbances in talking, swallowing, 
seeing, or smelling. Dizziness, con­ 
fusion, and dem entia m ay co-exist. 
These sym ptom s m ay be transient 
or perm anent.
